Consumer  Law  Center  Established     New  Aiumni  officers  1969-70 


Boston  College  Law  School  has  received  a  $214,000  grant 
from  OEO  Legal  Services  to  establish  and  conduct  a  National 
Consumer  Law  Center.  The  Center  staff  directed  by  Professor 
William  F.  Willier  will  research,  develop,  and  disseminate  legal 
remedies  designed  to  end  the  exploitation  of  low -income  con- 
sumers. The  grant  was  announced  at  a  July  news  conference 
at  the  Law  School  by  Rev.  Robert  F.  Drinan,  S.J.,  Dean.  Also 
attending  the  conference  was  Rev.  Robert  J.  McEwen,  chair- 
man of  the  Economics  department,  who  will  act  as  a  consul- 
tant to  the  Center.  Fr.  McEwen  is  a  member  of  the  President's 
Consumers  Advisory  Council.

prove  the  legal  status  of  the 
low- income  consumer.  To 
achieve  this  goal,  the  Center 
is  convinced  that  both  legisla- 
tive and  litigative  priorities 
must  be  chosen.  The  first 
step  in  determining  these  pri- 
orities was  taken  when  the 
Center  co-sponsored  with  the 
American  Bar  Association 
and  the  National  Legal  Aid 
and  Defender  Association  a 
conference  in  Washington  in 
mid-June.  Sixty  consumer  law 
experts,  including  legal  ser- 
vices attorneys,  other"  profes- 
sionals and  representatives  of 
lay  organizations,  attended  the 
conference  to  determine  which 
are  the  most  pressing  legal 
problems  of  the  low-income 
consumer  and  to  suggest  an 
allocation  of  the  Center's  re- 
sources. The  second  step  in 
establishing  the  Center's  pri- 
orities was  the  recent  mailing 
of  a  comprehensive  question- 
n^re  to  all  Legal  Services 
Programs. 

The  Center  is  directed  by 
Professor  William  F.  Willier, 
°f  the  law  school  faculty,  who 
is  nationally  recognized  as 
one  of  the  most  active  and  ef- 
fective advocates  on  behalf  of 
the  low- income  consumer. 
Professor  Willier  was  the  chief 
draftsman  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Retail  Installment  Sales 
and  Truth -in -Lending  Acts 
and  has  been  responsible  for 
m°st  of  the  progressive  con- 
sumer legislation  adopted  in 
Massachusetts.  Senator  Wil- 
llam  Proxmire  has  noted  that 
Professor  Willier's  efforts  as  a 
consumer  advocate  have 
Played  a  direct  role  in  the  en- 
actment of  the  Federal  Truth- 
m- Lending  legislation.  Pro- 
fessor Willier  is  the  author  of 
several  books  in  the  area  of 


mer  groups  and  to  the  Federal 
Reserve  Board. 

The  Deputy  Director  of  the 
Center  is  Professor  Paul  G. 
Garrity.  Professor  Garrity  has 
written  several  articles  in  the 
area  of  poverty  law  and  was 
formerly  Assistant  Director  of 
Harvard  Law  School's  Com- 
munity Legal  Assistance  Of- 
fice. He  provides  the  Center 
with  extensive  litigation  ex- 
pertise covering  a  broad  spec- 
trum of  low-income  consumer 
problems. 

The  Center  has  filled  three 
of  its  five  full-time  staff  attor- 
ney positions.  Blair  Shick,  a 
1967  Reginald  Heber  Smith 
Fellow  from  the  Miami  Legal 
Services  Program,  Mrs.  Nata- 
sha Rose,  a  1969  graduate  of 
Boston  College  Law  School, 
and  Stephen  Herzberg,  a  1969 
graduate  of  U.C.L.A.  Law 
School,  have  joined  the  staff. 


In  addition,  Mr.  Benny  Kass 
of  Washington,  D.  C.,  has 
been  retained  as  the  Center's 
Washington  consultant.  The 
Center  has  also  employed  ten 
summer  student  interns  to 
perform  detailed  research  into 
certain  of  the  legal  problems 
of  low-income  consumers. 

With  Truth -in -Lending  ef- 
fective July  1,  enforcement  of 
that  Act  has  become  an  im- 
portant task.  A  nationwide 
attempt  to  educate  consumers 
of  its  existence  and  impor- 
tance was  undertaken.  Profes- 
sor Willier  appeared  on  tele- 
vision to  emphasize  the  im- 
portance of  Truth-in-Lending 
to  consumers,  and  the  staff 
began  work  on  the  Truth-in- 
Lending  manual  which  was 
distributed  to  all  Legal  Ser- 
vices Programs  by  Augus+  1 
The  Center  will  tile  com- 
plaints of  violations  of  Truth- 
in-Lending  with  the  appropri- 
ate agencies  and  is  in  the  pro- 
cess of  initiating  litigation 
against  selected  violators.

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Uniform  Consumer

Another  immediate  area  of 
concern  is  the  Uniform  Con- 
sumer Credit  Code  (UCCC). 
The  Center  staff  is  presently 
drafting  a  consumer- oriented 
version  for  current  considera- 
tion in  Alabama  and  for  fu- 
ture introduction  before  the 
legislatures  of  other  states.  In 
conjunction  with  these  UCCC 
efforts,  an  extensive  survey  of 
state  repossession  laws  has 
been  undertaken  in  order  to 
formulate  a  model  reposses- 
sion statute  which  would  pro- 
vide consumers  with  greater 
protection  from  the  abuses  in- 
herent in  that  procedure. 

The  staff  is  also  researching 
the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  Federal  Trade  Commis- 
sion's consumer  activities  and 
those  of  state  consumer  pro- 
tection agencies.  The  Center 
is  preparing  a  Federal  Trade 
Commission  guide  for  distri- 
bution to  the  Legal  Services 
Programs  and  has  requested 
an  opportunity  to  testify  be- 
fore the  ABA  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  President  Nixon  to 
study  the  FTC.  Similarly,  the 
study  of  state  consumer  pro- 
tection agencies  is  directed  at 
evaluating  their  effectiveness 
in  protecting  the  interests  of 
the  low -income  consumer. 
The  ultimate  goal  of  this  study 
is  to  draft  or  endorse  model 
legislation  for  state  consumer 
protection  agencies. 

In  addition  to  these  studies, 
research  is  being  conducted  to 
determine  the  effectiveness  of 
credit  unions,  cooperatives 
and  other  self-help  devices  as 
possible  solutions  to  some  of 
the    legal    problems    encoun- 


tered by  the  low-income  con- 
sumer. In  the  same  vein,  a 
study  of  the  Federal  Power 
Commission  and  state  public 
utility  commissions  is  under 
way  to  determine  what  steps 
can  be  taken  to  improve  the 
performance  of  these  agencies 
in  protecting  the  interests  of 
the  consumer  of  utility  ser- 
vices. An  examination  of 
credit  life  insurance  practices 
culminated  in  recent  testi- 
mony by  Professor  Willier  be- 
fore the  Senate  Banking  and 
Finance  Committee  regarding 
the  abuses  in  the  provision  of 
credit  life  insurance. 

The  Center  acknowledges 
that  Legal  Services  Programs 
are  the  key  to  achieving  na- 
tionwide changes  in  the  legal 
status  of  the  low-income  con- 
sumer. The  Center  will  put 
its  research  facilities  at  the 
disposal  of  Legal  Services 
Programs.  At  the  same  time, 
it  will  attempt  to  influence 
consumer  law  reform  on  a 
nationwide  scale  as  a  spokes- 
man for  low-income  consu- 
mers.

A  great  deal  of  progress  in 
housing  changes  on  the  cam- 
pus has  been  reported  by  Very 
Rev.  W.  Seavey  Joyce,  S.J., 
President  of  the  University. 

In  April  Father  Joyce  an- 
nounced housing  plans  and  the 
creation  of  a  new  housing  and 
campus  planning  team  which 
included  Hugh  A.  Stubbins, 
President  of  Hugh  Stubbins 
and  Associates,  one  of  the 
world's  renowned  architects; 
Thomas  M.  Horan,  President 
of  Meredith  &  Grew,  Boston 
realty  firm;  Rev.  Francis  X. 
Shea,  S.J.,  Executive  Vice 
President  of  Boston  College, 
and  Dr.  James  P.  Mclntyre, 
Vice  President  for  Student 
Affairs. 

The  five  major  housing 
projects  that  Fr.  Joyce  out- 
lined in  April  were:  housing 
women  students  on  the  upper 
campus;  purchase,  repair  and 
improvement  of  off-campus 
properties  on  South  Street; 
repair  and  renovation  of  pres- 
ent dormitories  and  the  con- 
version of  O'Connell  Hall  to  a 
a  resident  student  Commons; 
re-designing  the  large  dining 
hall  in  McElroy  Commons  for 
co-educational  dining,  and 
construction  on  the  lower  cam- 
pus of  residential  quarters  for 
1500  students;  dining,  recrea- 
tion and  parking  facilities  and 
a  university  infirmary. 

Fr.  Joyce  informed  resident 
students  of  substantial  pro- 
gress : 

"1 .  South  Street,  now  owned 
by  Boston  College,  will  serve 
as  a  residential  area  for  men 
and  women.  At  a  cost  of 
$300,000,  we  have  renovated 
the  buildings,  painted  the  walls 
and  ceilings,  carpeted  the 
floors  and  installed  new  light- 
ing fixtures.  Where  necessary 
we  have  replaced  furniture 
and  window  fixtures.  Lounges 
and  lavatories  have  been  re- 
furbished. 

"2.  Kirkwood  Dining  Hall: 
Studies  are  underway  to  de- 
termine the  feasibility  of  ren- 
ovating Kirkwood  Dining 
Hall.  If  tnis  proves  imprac- 
tical, residents  of  South  Street 
will  take  their  meals  at  Mc- 
Elroy Commons.  Bus  trans- 
portation will  be  provided. 

-3.  Cheverus  Hall  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  by  women 
this  fall.  (Space  for  30  Seniors, 
60  Juniors  and  44  Sophomores 
has  been  made  available  by 
men  who  volunteered  to  live 
on  South  Street.)  The  building 
has  been  renovated,  walls 
painted,  hallways  and  corri- 
dors carpeted  and  new  light- 
ing fixtures  installed.  The  large 


rooms  on  the  bottom  floors 
are  to  be  converted  into  three 
bedrooms,  study  lounges  and 
a  snack  kitchen.  The  recep- 
tion area  will  be  renovated 
and  refurnished.  Cost  $77,000. 
"4.  Southwell  House: 
Women  also  will  occupy 
Southwell  House,  a  small  resi- 
dential building  between  St. 
Ignatius  Church  and  the  Bap- 
tist Home.  They  will  have 
their  dining  facilities  in  the 
McElroy  Dining  Hall. 

"5.  Upper  Campus:  The 
renovation  of  O'Connell  Hall 
has  been  postponed  until  next 
summer  so  that  a  small  com- 
plex can  be  constructed  on  the 
Upper  Campus  to  house  those 
students  displaced  by  the  ren- 
ovation. During  the  coming 
academic  year,  the  regular 
dormitory  buildings  (Claver- 
Loyola-Xavier,  Fenwick,  Fitz- 
patrick,  Gonzaga,  Kostka, 
Welch,  Williams  and  Roncalli) 
will  be  renovated  in  the  same 
manner  as  Cheverus  Hall. 

"6.  McElroy  Dining  Hall: 
A  plan  for  subdividing  and 
decorating  this  co-educational 
dining  hall  is  being  developed. 
Work  will  be  done  during  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  semester. 
"7.  Lyons  Dining  Hall, 
Eagles'  Nest  Snack  Bar:  Com- 
mittees of  students  and  plan- 
ners will  determine  how  these 
facilities  can  best  be  renovated 
during  the  coming  year  to 
provide  better  service  and  a 
more  pleasant  atmosphere. 

"8.  Towne  Houses:  A  100- 
bed  unit,  to  be  constructed 
during  the  coming  academic 
year  on  the  Upper  Campus 
between  O'Connell  and  Shaw, 
will  house  the  students  dis- 
placed by  the  O'Connell  ren- 
ovation. Hopefully,  it  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  the  fall 
of  1970.  This  facility  already 
has  been  designed  and  is  an 
indication  of  the  quality  of  the 
dormitories  planned  for  the 
Lower  Campus.  It  is  divided 
into  six  vertical  units  housing 
between  14  and  18  students 
each,  with  living  quarters  for 
three  staff  members.  Each  of 
the  six  units  has  a  large  lounge 
and  a  kitchenette.  A  loan 
from  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development 
will  finance  construction. 

"9.  Weston  College:  Be- 
cause of  the  overflow  of  resi- 
dent students  this  year,  we  will 
house  approximately  100 
freshmen  at  Weston  College. 
There  will  be  regular,  sched- 
uled bus  service  to  and  from 
the  campus.  Weston  residents 
will  have  transferable  meal 
tickets  which  also  will  entitle 


them  to  meals  at  Boston  Col- 
lege. Full-time  staff  members 
will  be  living  at  Weston. 

"10.  Lower  Campus  Dor- 
mitories: The  Lower  Campus 
Dormitories  are  still  scheduled 
for  the  fall  of  1971  for  500 
students,  with  subsequent  ad- 
ditions of  500  students  in 
1973  and  1975.  Also  in  this 
area  will  be  an  infirmary,  din- 
ing, recreation  and  parking 
facilities. 

"11.  Lower  Campus  Park- 
ing Facility:  Boston  College  is 
presently  expanding  its  Lower 
Campus  parking  area.  This  is 
a  temporary  addition  until 
permanent  facilities  can  be 
constructed. 

•'12.  Master  Plan:  To  help 
us  project  our  building  pro- 
gram on  a  sound  basis,  a 
master  plan  for  the  University 
is  being  developed." 

Father  Joyce  added  that  "I 
am  proud  of  the  accomplish- 
ments of  our  housing  and 
campus  planning  team  in  the 
short  period  since  April  30th. 
The  University  Housing  Com- 
mittee —  consisting  of  ad- 
ministrators, faculty  and  stu- 
dents —  has  had  a  strong 
voice  in  all  of  these  decisions 
and  will  continue  to  guide 
housing  and  affiliated  pro- 
grams in  the  future. 

"I  would  like  to  emphasize 
that  the  architectural  firm  of 
Hugh  Stubbins  and  Associates 
has  been  involved  in  each  and 
every  one  of  these  projects." 

In  another  housing  develop- 
ment, some  100  freshmen  will 
be  housed  at  Weston  College 
and  will  be  bused  to  campus 
classes.  This  measure  was  to 
alleviate  the  housing  shortage 
both  on  campus  and  in  ap- 
proved residences  in  the  New- 
ton-Brighton area.  Extensive 
renovations  to  rooms  at  Wes- 
ton has  been  made  for  the 
freshmen.

Schoenfeld 
Speaks  on 

Alumni 
Power 


An  obligation  on  the  part  of 
Alumni  to  play  a  significant 
role  in  the  progress  and  af- 
fairs of  the  University  was  the 
theme  of  Alumni  president 
Dick  Schoenfeld's  acceptance 
speech  on  June  1,  Alumni 
Day.  Following  is  the  text  of 
his  keynote  message  delivered 
McElroy  Commons  at  the  an- 
nual general  Alumni  business 
meeting  and  luncheon: 


Spring  of  1969  is  a  season 
which  should  long  live  in  the 
annals  of  the  Boston  College 
Alumni  Association,  for  it  was 
during  this  brief  period  that 
our  retiring  president,  Jim 
Stanton,  struck  a  spark  which 
fanned  the  flames  of  a  new 
era,  the  era  of  "Alumni 
Power." 

If  you  read  the  editorial  in 
the  May  23,  1969,  issue  of 
Life  Magazine,  you  will  be 
treated  to  an  erudite  disserta- 
tion on  "student  power"  and 
"faculty  power";  but  if  you 
reflect  seriously  on  the  subject, 
you  will  realize  exactly  where 
the  power  lies. 

In  order,  however,  to  sus- 
tain this  new  feeling  that  per- 
vades the  Alumni  Association, 
we  must  translate  the  words 
"Alumni  Power"  into  the  new 
jargon  of  the  mod  generation; 
that  is,  "Alumni  Involvement." 

This  is  what  I  intend  to  do 
as  your  new  president. 

In  the  early  spring,  your 
Alumni  Board  was  concerned, 
and  properly  so,  over  some 
language  which  appeared  in 
the  Heights  and  the  Stylus.  As 
a  result  of  this  concern,  we. 
as  a  Board,  became  involved 
not  only  in  the  problems  of 
student  communication  but  in 
many  other  facets  of  the 
multitude  of  problems  which 
threaten  to  overwhelm  the 
University;  and,  as  a  result, 
we  have  been  asked  for  assis- 
tance by  the  Administration. 

I  believe  every  one  of  you 
would  gladly  lend  whatever 
your  particular  talent  may  be 
to  help  Boston  College  in  at- 
taining the  excellence  for 
which  it  is  striving,  and  I 
shall  call  upon  you  in  the  very 
near  future  for  this  help.  I 
am  pleased  that  the  Alumni 
voice  of  concern  has  finally 
been   heeded. 

I  assure  you  that  this  new- 
found power  will  not  collapse.

ALUMNI  SURVEYED 


In  evaluating  an  educational 
program,  one  should  be  con- 
cerned with  the  educational 
product,  the  graduate.  In  what 
way  have  the  lives  of  these  in- 
dividuals possibly  been  altered 
as  a  result  of  having  had  col- 
lege educational  opportunities? 
What  have  been  the  activities 
of  these  persons  since  gradua- 
tion? Has  the  University  pre- 
pared these  individuals  for  the 
occupations  which  they  have 
pursued? 

In  attempting  to  secure  an- 
swers to  some  of  these  ques- 
tions, a  fourteen-page  ques- 
tionnaire was  sent  to  the  gradu- 
ates of  the  Boston  College 
Evening  College.  Early  this 
month  the  responses  from  one 
thousand  Evening  College 
alumni  had  been  tabulated. 
This  article  concerns  itself 
with  information  obtained 
from  this  survey. 

To  succeed  means  to  attain 
a  desired  end;  therefore,  suc- 
cess  is   properly   viewed   only 
in  relation  to  purposes.   It  is 
quite   possible   that   the  word 
"success"     has     significations 
for  the  various  alumni  differ- 
ing from  those  which  it  has  for 
university  authorities.  A  valid 
study  requires  that  success  be 
considered  in  terms  of  a  single 
set  of  purposes.  A  perusal  of 
the   catalogue    indicates   what 
the  University  holds  as  ideals 
of  success;  an  informal  survey 
°f     students     presents     their 
views.  A  generalization  of  the 
objectives  might  be  expressed 
as  training  individuals  to  earn 
a   living   in   a   socially   useful 
manner,    developing    in    them 
the  highest  cultural  and  intel- 
lectual  interests,   and   making 
them    moral,    intelligent    and 
well-informed  citizens  with  a 
deep  sense  of  their  obligation 
to   the   community.    Thus   the 
hypothesized     aims     may     be 
briefly    characterized    as    (a) 
economic,      (b)      intellectual- 
cultural,    and    (c)    socio-civic. 
In  measuring  the  economic 
factor    several    variables    are 
considered.  They  include  pres- 
ent salary,  the  gain  in  salary 
over  the  years  of  employment, 
a  measure  of  the  relationship 
between    the   degree   and   the 
present  job,  and  an   index  of 
social  status. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  less 
than  5%  paid  tuition  from 
sources  other  than  their  own 
income,  G.I.  Bill,  and  employ- 
er remuneration,  it  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  84%  were  not 
earning  $5,000  when  they  be- 
gan their  undergraduate  stud- 
ies   in    the    Evening    College. 


Since  graduation,  56%  of  these 
Boston  College  alumni  have 
annual  salaries  over  $10,000. 

Eighty-one  per  cent  of  the 
graduates  responded  that  their 
bachelor's  degree  training 
helped  them  attain  their  pres- 
ent position;  in  fact  70%  char- 
acterized the  degree  as  "indis- 
pensible,  helped  a  lot."  When 
one  considers  that  only  83% 
of  the  graduates  are  presently 
employed  full-time  (others  are 
housewives,  students  or  re- 
tired), the  relationship  between 
the  degree  and  full-time  em- 
ployment seems  evident. 

Utilizing  Hollingshead's  So- 
cial Class  Index  to  compute 
social  status,  one  discovers 
that  65%  of  the  respondents 
presently  would  be  considered 
in  the  upper  class  and  35%  in 
the  upper  middle  class.  Upon 
entrance  into  the  Evening  Col- 
lege the  social  status  of  these 
graduates  would  have  been 
computed  as  1%  upper  class, 
36%  upper  middle  class,  47% 
middle  class,  7%  upper  lower 
class,  and  9?c  lowest  class. 

Achievement  of  the  second 
educational  aim,  characterized 
as  intellectual-cultural,  will  be 
disclosed  by  the  graduate's 
social  status  and  also  by  two 
additional  variables,  namely 
cultural  interests  (the  extent 
of  participation  in  the  realms 
of  music,  literature,  art,  and 
drama)  and  the  amount  of  ad- 
ditional higher  education. 

Pace's  1969  Activity  Scales 
were  utilized  to  reveal  the  fre- 
quency and  depth  of  engage- 
ment in  activities  related  to 
literature,  drama,  music  and 
art.  While  in-depth  observa- 
tions are  not  available  at  this 
time,  interests  in  literature 
were  generally  more  popular 
than  In  art.  Nearly  three- 
fourths  of  the  graduates  read 
at  least  one  book  for  personal 
enjoyment  each  month.  While 
218  play  musical  instruments 
and  148  have  done  some  cre- 
ative painting  or  other  art 
work,  59  also  have  published 
articles  or   books   during  the 

past  year. 

The  largest  percentage  ot 
alumni  studies  six  years  in  the 
Evening  College.  The  coordi- 
nation of  activities  over  such 
a  long  period  became  a  valued 
part  of  their  lives;  70%  of  the 
graduates  went  on  to  further 
education  after  graduation. 
While  15%  of  the  alumni  are 
active  candidates  for  advanced 
degrees,  over  35%  have  already 
received  graduate  degrees.  The 
two  medical  doctors,  1 1  aca- 
demic doctorates,    16  lawyers 


are  being  followed  by  the  cur- 
rent 1 1  doctoral  candidates.  1 5 
LL.B.  candidates  and  129 
master  degree  candidates.  The 
criterion  of  further  education 
is  another  measure  of  post- 
college  success  in  that  it  re- 
flects the  development  of  in- 
tellectual and  cultural  interests. 

Over  ninety-seven  per  cent 
of  the  responding  alumni  were 
Catholics  when  they  attended 
the  Evening  College.  Their  re- 
sponses indicate  that  no  activ- 
ity plays  a  more  important 
part  of  their  life  than  their  re- 
ligion. 

As  regards  the  socio-civic 
obligations  of  this  group  of 
Boston  College  alumni,  Pace's 
1969  Activity  Scales  in  Com- 
munity Affairs,  National  and 
State  Politics,  Education,  and 
International  Affairs  were  uti- 
lized. These  activity  scales 
have  been  demonstrated  as  a 
measure  of  the  extent  of  partic- 
ipation in  various  political 
process,  such  as  discussing  and 
reading  about  political  mat- 
ters, voting,  writing  letters, 
signing  petitions,  giving  and 
collecting  money,  etc.  and  in 
community  involvement.  Once 
again  an  in-depth  study  has 
not  been  made  but  it  is  clear 
that  the  Evening  College  alum- 
nus is  far  more  active  in  civic 
than  in  cultural  areas.  His  or- 
der of  priorities  is  religion, 
education,  community  affairs, 
national  and  state  politics,  lit- 
erature, international  affairs, 
drama,  music,  and  art. 


Alumni  Golf 
Survey  Results 


In  early  July  of  this  year, 
the  Alumni  Association  under- 
took a  survey  of  the  golfers 
who  had  participated  in  past 
Alumni  Tournaments.  Aware 
of  the  interest  in  this  most 
popular  Alumni  event,  we  are 
herewith  publishing  the  results 
of  this  1969  survey. 

Regarding  continuation  of 
the  tournament;  a  100%  fa- 
vorable reply.  In  answer  to 
other  questions,  most  replies 
were  as  follows:  (1)  The  Cape 
was  too  far,  (2)  Most  favored, 
almost  2  to  1 .  a  one  day  tour- 
nament, (3)  a  large  majority 
had  no  objection  to  adjusting 
scores  based  on  MGA  ratings. 
if  tournament  took  place  on  2 
different  courses,  (4)  should  a 
2  day  tournament  be  arranged, 
most  replied  that  they  would 
favor  a  36  hole  tourney,  but 
only  if  event  was  scheduled  on 
a  week-end  (an  obvious  im- 
possibility). 

The  favored  day  for  partici- 
pants turned  out  to  be  Thurs- 
day, by  nearly  2  to  1  over 
Wednesday.  Regarding  the 
choice  of  courses,  .the  course 
receiving  the  most  votes,  de- 
spite the  distance  involved, 
was  Pleasant  Valley  in  Sutton. 
Mass.  Others  in  order  of  votes 
received  were  Wollaston, 
Woodland.  South  Shore  CC. 
Charles     River.     Stow     Acres

Checking  out  the  sugges- 
tions made  by  those  who  re- 
plied to  the  survey,  the  one 
most  voted  was  that  to  notify 
all  prospective  participants 
much  earlier  than  has  been 
done.  Other  suggestions  in- 
cluded such  things  as  having  2 
tournaments,  one  in  the 
Spring,  the  other  in  the  Fall; 
have  flights  based  on  years 
out.  i.e.r  10-20.  20-30. 'etc.; 
more  publicity  on  the  results: 
make  definite  requirement  that 
starting  times  be  reserved  with 
a  fee  deposit;  have  more  spe- 
cial prizes,  i.e..  cosest  to  pin, 
long  drive,  most  4's  etc.  The 
only  real  objection  noted  by 
past  participants  was  lack  of 
shower  and  locker  facilities  at 
this  year's  tournament. 

All  of  the  above  results  and 
suggestions  will,  of  course,  re- 
ceive serious  consideration  in 
planning  the  next  Alumni  Golf 
Tournament.  Most  golfers  are 
aware  of  the  problems  in  ob- 
taining a  course  for  tourna- 
ment play,  it  is  one  faced  by 
all  groups.

Offer  Investment  Chance 


A  number  of  books  written 
by  Alumni  authors  was  the 
theme  of  a  display  in  Bapst  Li- 
brary during  the  month  of 
June.  The  library  staff  indi- 
cated that  the  exhibit  did  not 
include  all  authors  among 
Alumni,  since  in  many  in- 
stances some  of  their  books  are 
out  of  print  and  many  unob- 
tainable. The  showing  was  to 
illustrate  the  variety  of  scholar- 
ship and  creativity  among  the 
Alumni  and  Alumnae  of  the 
University. 

The  spectrum  is  wide:  it 
ranges  from  historical  volumes, 
and  mathematical  text  books 
to  current  novels  and  poetry.

Speaking  before  the  May  meeting  of  the  New  York  Society  of 
Security  Analysts,  Dr.  Albert  J.  Kelley,  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Business  Administration  discussed  the  problems  and  factors 
involved  in  selecting  new  venture  companies  for  investment.  He 
emphasised  the  technology  companies,  so  much  in  evidence  in 
the  East,  and  offered  a  group  of  factors  for  consideration  in 
investment  planning: 

Let's  look  at  the  evaluation 


factors  for  emerging  tech- 
nology companies  together 
with  some  brief  examples  past, 
and  current,  of  the  growth  pat- 
tern and  changes  in  the  one 
segment  of  technology. 

My  viewpoint  stems  from 
a  technology  background  now 
involved  in  management  edu- 
cation from  the  backdrop  of 
a  school  which  is  devoting  a 
significant  segment  of  its  man- 
agement research  and  aca- 
demic program  to  technology 
companies.  Trying  to  find  out 
what  makes  them  tick  —  how 
they  are  different.  We  think 
they  are  different  and  they  re- 
quire different  management 
and  investment  strategies. 
Furthermore,  they're  often  in- 
volved in  either  government 
or  commercial  markets,  or 
both,  which  are  in  themselves 
considerably  different. 

As  you  know,  high  tech- 
nology companies  in  the  last 
few  years  have  achieved  a  phe- 
nomenal degree  of  success  and 
early  growth.  In  fact,  you  won- 
der sometimes  if  any  of  them 
can  fail.  But  they  can  fail  and 
will  fail  —  many  have  failed. 
Also,  as  you  know,  many  never 
mature,  they  just  stall  along 
at  small  volume,  struggling 
from  day  to  day,  never  going 
any  place,  shattering  the  dream 
of  the  starred-eyed  founders. 

There  will  be  plenty  of  op- 
portunities, but  harder  to  find, 
more  selective,  requiring  bet- 
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ter  analysis. 

But  in  the  meantime,  there 
is  a  frantic  scramble  to  join 
together  technology  ideas  and 
finance,  hopefully  coupled 
with  good  management.  There 
also  is  a  large  supply  of  money 
to  back  these  ideas.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  supply  of  good 
managers  is  short. 

The  language  barrier  be- 
tween the  scientist  and  tech- 
nologist and  the  financier  is 
greater  than  we  all  realize. 
Many  in  the  financial  com- 
munity, without  technical 
background,  feel  they  do  not 
understand  the  technologies 
involved,  but  believe  me,  the 
technologist  understands  your 
language  even  less.  The  finan- 
cier does  not  necessarily  have 
to  understand  the  technology, 
but  the  entrepreneur  had  bet- 
ter understand  the  nature  and 
use  of  money. 

In  evaluating  a  new  com- 
pany, a  new  product  or  its 
management,  many  people 
have  different  methods,  all  the 
way  from  running  market  sur- 
veys to  psychological  testing. 
Eventually,  everything  does 
get  down  to  people  and  person- 
alities. In  fact,  it's  almost  a 
cliche  to  say  that  in  such  situa- 
tions we  are  really  evaluating 
the  individual  and  trying  to 
find  out  what  goes  on  in  that 
funny  little  computer  beneath 
his  scalp. 

For  if  the  corporate  man- 
agement has  done  its  home- 
work, has  the  right  motivations 
and  drives,  it  will  have  as- 
sumed 90%  of  the  worry  that 
we  as  investors  might  take  on. 
They  have  done  much  of  our 
homework  for  us. 

But  evaluation  can  be  and 
should  be  much  more  orderly 
and  systematic  in  these  situa- 
tions. Let's  try  on  a  simple 
check-off  list,  a  series  of  ten 
questions  which  might  be 
asked  at  the  early  venture  or 
initial  public  offering  stage  of 
a  high  technology  company: 

(1)  Is  the  company  in  an 
area  of  emerging  tech- 
nology? Has  the  tech- 
nology got  a  solid  base 
for  growth  as  measured 
by  R&D  efforts  put  into 
the  technology,  not  only 


by  the  company  under 
evaluation,  but  other 
companies.  Computer 
technology  is  an  exam- 
ple of  the  affirmative. 
If  it  can't  be  explained 
to  you  whatever  your 
background,  be  suspi- 
cious. Don't  back  off  in 
your  questioning.  If  it 
can't  be  explained  to 
you,  how  can  it  be  ex- 
plained to  the  customer, 
the  directors  and  other 
investors? 

(2)  Is  there  a  market  for  the 
technology  or  product? 
Basically,  is  there  a 
need  demonstrated  al- 
ready? Or  will  it  create 
a  new  market?  New 
market  speculation  en- 
tails the  highest  risks 
but  the  greatest  rewards. 
Xerox  is  a  good  exam- 
ple. 

(3)  Why  didn't  the  original 
company  decide  to  ex- 
ploit and  market  the 
product? 

The  entrepreneur  may 
tell  you  his  old  company 
didn't  understand  him, 
stifling  his  inventive- 
ness. This  can  often  be 
true.  It  may  also  be  true 
that  the  parent  company 
made  a  market  evalua- 
tion and  determined 
that  the  product  was  not 
worth  exploiting  further. 
If  the  idea  was  so  good, 
why  didn't  the  parent 
organization  grab  it  up? 
On  the  other  hand,  may- 
be the  parent  company 
thought  it  was  a  good 
idea  but  just  couldn't 
invest    resources    in    it. 

(4)  Is  there  a  natural  prod- 
uct line  or  follow-on 
technology? 

In  other  words,  has  the 
new  concept  or  product 
or  technology  a  long- 
range  career  and  repro- 
ductive aspects?  Is  the 
management  flexible 
and  adaptable  to  change? 
Can  they  change  their 
technology  thinking  and 
product  lines  as  the 
market  and  technologies 
change  in  the  future? 

(5)  Does  management  have 
corporate  experience? 
The  key  people,  par- 
ticularly   the    decision- 
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makers,  should  have  ex- 
perience either  as  an 
officer  or  director  of  a 
profit-making'  corpora- 
tion in  a  technology 
area. 

(6)  What  are  management's 
goals? 

Are  they  to  just  make 
money?  This  type  will 
go  over  the  side  quickly. 
The  best  entrepreneurs 
are  people  who  funda- 
mentally like  to  run 
things,  organize  them 
grow  them  —  as  well  as 
have  financial  incen- 
tives. 

(7)  Does  management  have 
a  ten-year  objective  and 
five-year  operating  plan? 
These  may  be  changed 
as  a  function  of  time, 
but  they  should  always 
exist  in  a  clear-cut  fash- 
ion at  the  outset. 

(8)  Does  management  un- 
derstand and  have  capa- 
bilities for  all  phases  of 
its  operation? 

From  research  through 
production  and  market- 
ing, as  well  as  support 
functions  —  comptrol- 
ler, accounting,  legal, 
etc.? 

(9)  Does  management  un- 
derstand the  nature  and 
use  of  money? 

This  is  extremely  im- 
portant regardless  of 
how  good  the  ideas  or 
the  management.  Money 
is  the  fuel  that  stokes 
the  fire. 
1 1 0)  Does  management  have 
a  clear-cut  leader  and 
decision-maker? 
Group  decision-making 
may  be  fine  in  the  text- 
books, but  it  doesn't 
work    very    well    in    a 


small  emerging  organi- 
zation    which     has     to 
make  decisions  fast  if  «t 
is  to  survive. 
After  all  these  questions  are 
answered  then  the  fundamental 
criterion  is  whether  or  not  you 
feel  comfortable.  A  new  com- 
pany is  in  many  respects  flying 
by  the  seat  of  its  pants,  and 
your  own  seat  of  the  pants  re- 
action is  just  as  important  as 
any  other  input  in  the  invest- 
ment decision. 

There  have  been  many  stud- 
ies on  patterns  common  to  suc- 
cessful  new  technology  com- 
panies   or    spin    offs.    These 
factors  do  not  have  to  be  pres- 
ent in  every  new  company  — 
but    their    presence    increases 
the  probability  of  success. 
A   center   of  technology   is 
present.    This    has    usually 
been    a    university    around 
which    develops    a    critical 
mass  of  research  companies 

initially      spinning      off 

from  the  university  —  event- 
ually spinning  off  from  one 
another.  A  regenerate  re- 
search climate  is  formed  as 
a  result.  A  risk  capital  en- 
vironment is  present  which 
is  scientifically  sophisti- 
cated. The  local  financial 
community  understands 
technology  companies  and 
feels  "comfortable"  with 
risk  ventures. 

The  most  successful  com- 
panies start  off  with  some 
contracts  in  hand,  often 
enough  to  cover  the  first 
year's  operation.  This  re- 
duces "first  year  panic", 
allows  management  to  con- 
centrate on  longer  range 
activities  than  meeting  the 
next  payroll,  and  permits 
the  founders  to  retain  maxi- 
mum ownership.

Good  Evening  Mr.  Firstnighter 

The  new  department  of  Speeeh  Communications  and  Theatre 
(which  was  formerly  known  simply  as  the  Speech  department) 
will  offer  what  is.  surprisingly,  a  unique  evening  program  for 
the  Boston  community  this  year.  Two  courses  and  a  series  of 
lectures  are  part  of  the  program  which  director  J.  Paul  Marcoux 
calls  Theatre  70. 

The  first  course,  which  opens  Monday,  September  15,  is 
PLAY  PRODUCTION  —  a  discussion  of  the  practical  aspects 
of  modern  theatre.  Noted  experts,  including  designer  Howard 
Bay  and  makeup  artist  Jack  Stein,  are  among  the  lecturers 
during  the  first  semester  program. 

CONTEMPORARY  THEATRE  is  the  second  semester 
course  and  opens  Monday,  January  26.  This  course  will  deal 
with  the  dramatic  experience  in  terms  of  theme,  subject  matter, 
technique  and  form.  Among  the  second  semester  lecturers 
are  noted  critics  Samuel  Hirsch  of  the  Boston  Herald  Traveler, 
Elliot  Norton,  of  the  Record-American  and  George  Ryan  of 
the  Pilot. 

Other  lectures  in  the  program  include  directors  David  O. 
Wheeler  of  the  Theatre  Company  of  Boston  and  Timothy 
Mayer  of  Harvard  University. 

These  courses  are  being  offered  for  those  who  enjoy  theatre 
and  would  like  to  know  more  of  how  it  works.  The  first 
semester  course  may  be  of  special  interest  to  the  many  Greater 
Boston  residents  who  annually  participate  in  productions  of 
amateur  companies. 

The  courses  are  part  of  a  year-long  program  which  includes 
theatre  parties  to  professional  and  amateur  productions  in  the 
Greater  Boston  area.

The  Boston-Cambridge  en- 
vironment with  the  Harvard- 
MIT  focus  are  examples  of 
situations  containing  these 
factors.  The  high  rate  of  suc- 
cessful spin  offs  in  these  areas 
is  well  known,  each  produces 
about  $  1  billion  a  year  in  high- 
technology  products. 

An  area  of  emerging  tech- 
nology with  some  history  that 
we  can  compare  our  earlier  ten 
questions  against  is  the  com- 
puter industry  —  past,  present 
and  future. 

First,  it  certainly  involved 
an  emerging  technology  which 
could  be  readily  explained  to 
most  people.  It  created  its  own 
market  and  it  certainly  de- 
veloped product  lines  and 
follow-on  technology  with 
faster  computers. 

Let's  look  at  the  changing 
patterns  in  the  computer  busi- 
ness, because  those  who  adapt 
to  them  are  going  to  continue 
to  succeed.  The  emphasis  was 
primarily  on  hardware.  As 
we've  moved  into  broader 
usage,  particularly  in  business 
systems,  peripherals  and  soft- 
ware have  become  increasingly 
important. 

As  part  of  this  peripheral 
and  software  growth,  many 
successful  companies  have 
sprung  up  and  done  quite  well. 
But  what  has  been  happening 
in  the  meantime? 

The  hardware  companies 
were  initially  so  busy  pushing 
hardware  out  the  door,  they 
often  didn't  have  time  to  worry 
about  the  software  and  peri- 
pheral groups. 

It  not  only  made  sense  from 
their  viewpoint  to  sell  a  total 
data  processing  package,  but 
many  have  had  to  do  it  in  self 
defense.  Some  software  com- 
panies were  not  performing, 
leaving  the  customer  unhappy. 
It  wasn't  the  software  company 
that  got  the  bad  name  as  a  re- 
sult; it  was  the  hardware  com- 
pany, whose  name  was  on  the 
machine,  that  suffered. 

With  pressure  from  both 
sides  —  from  the  hardware 
company  on  the  one  side  — 
from  the  customer  on  the  other 
side  —  many  software  and 
peripheral  companies  will  have 
to  change  their  nature  and 
style  over  the  next  few  years 
if  they  are  to  succeed. 

As  the  hardware  companies 
move  into  the  peripheral  area, 
good  peripheral  companies 
will  undoubtedly  survive.  The 
hardware  manufacturers  are 
offering  more  complete  pack- 
ages, including  their  own  brand 
name  peripherals,  software 
and   even   consulting  services. 

Software  companies  who 
have  been  selling  computer 
services  and  standardized  pro- 


gram  packages  will  have  to 
move  more  into  the  area  of 
specialized  computer  services, 
including  management  con- 
sulting. These  companies  will 
learn  how  to  adapt  the  com- 
puter hardware  and  software 
to  the  customer's  particular 
needs  rather  than  what  we  too 
often  do  now  —  adapt  the  cus- 
tomer to  the  computer  pro- 
gram. It  is  safe  to  predict  that 
those  who  do  not  adapt  to 
this  change  will  find  an  in- 
creasingly thin  share  of  the 
market. 

At  the  present  time,  start- 
ing, financing  and  investing  in 
emerging  technology  com- 
panies is  almost  a  black  art; 
one  which  is  shrouded  in  mys- 
tery, not  only  to  outsiders,  but 
often  to  insiders. 

It  is  complicated  by  the 
various  markets  companies 
want  to  enter,  the  government 
market  being  quite  different 
than  the  industrial  market, 
which  is  quite  different  than 
the  consumer  market.  The  in- 
vestor has  to  understand  not 
only  all  these  markets,  but  con- 
vince himself  that  the  particu- 
lar company  understands  those 
markets  it  hopes  to  penetrate. 

I've  tried  with  the  question 
list  to  give  some  indication  of 
the  orderly  patterns  which  can 
be  developed  for  evaluation  of 
new  technology  companies. 
They  are  only  the  beginning. 
The  real  key  is  the  answers  to 
these  questions  and  how  they 
relate  to  the  patterns  of  suc- 
cessful companies.

The  Alumni  News  of  May 
1969  recorded  the  death  on 
March  10,  1969  of  JOHN  J. 
TWOMEY,  Captain,  United 
States  Navy.  Retired.  John 
Twomey  left  us  at  the  end  of 
the  Sophomore  year  to  enter 
Annapolis.  He  was  commis- 
sioned Ensign  in  1917.  We 
recall  him  as  a  friendly,  per- 
sonable classmate  from  Salem. 
In  World  War  I  and  after  he 
served  in  capital  ships,  de- 
stroyers,   and   submarines.    In 


World  War  II  his  service  was 
mainly  in  transports  and  cargo 
carriers  as  executive  officer. 
Returning  from  European 
waters  on  a  critical  and  un- 
escorted trip,  his  ship  was 
waylaid  by  a  German  sub- 
marine which  for  some  reason 
decided  to  fight  while  surfaced. 
The  captain  was  killed  on  the 
bridge  by  a  direct  hit.  John 
took  command,  fought  off  the 
submarine  and  returned  a  bad- 
ly battered  ship  to  a  home  port. 
He  was  awarded  the  Navy 
Cross.  He  retired  from  the 
Navy  with  the  rank  of  captain. 
For  several  years  after  his  dis- 
charge he  taught  in  the  Mathe- 
matics department  of  Man- 
hattan College.

REV.  M.  JOSEPH  NORTON, 
on  his  receipt  of  the  McKen- 
ney  Medal.

Bill  served 
in  France  with  the  American 
Expeditionary  Force  in  World 
War  I,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Guard  with  the  rank 
of  Major.  Until  his  retirement 
Bill  was  probation  officer  at 
the  Roxbury  District  Court. 
He  was  all  his  life  active  in 
probationary  matters  and  often 
appeared  before  the  State 
legislature  to  present  informa- 
tion concerning  pending  legis- 
lation.

FR.  THOMAS  HERLIHY, 

the  pastor  of  St.  Ignatius 
Church,  was  omitted  from  the 
Jubilarian  page  in  the  May 
issue  of  the  Alumni  News,  an 
oversight  for  which  we  apolo- 
gize. Anyone  who  has  ever 
attended  Mass  or  any  other  re- 
ligious function  at  St.  Ignatius 
must  realize  what  an  outstand- 
ing job  Fr.  Tom  is  doing. 

Fr.  Herlihy  entered  the  So- 
ciety on  July  30,  1919  at 
Woodstock-on-Hudson,  N.Y. 
Like  most  Jesuits  of  those 
days  he  studied  the  humanities 
at  St.  Andrew-on-Hudson  and 
his  philosophy  at  Weston  Col- 
lege. His  scholastic  years  were 
spent  at  Xavier  High  School 
in  N.Y.  where  he  made  a 
name  for  himself  as  manager 
of  the  school  lunch  room,  a 
counselor  of  young  men  and 
as  a  teacher.  Ordination  came 
on  June  20,  1932,  after  theo- 
logical  study   at  Weston   and 


tertianship  at  Pomfret.  Father 
was  later  assigned  to  the  New 
England  Mission  Band  before 
being  named  pastor  of  the  then 
St.  Ignatius  parish  on  the 
Heights.  For  eight  years  he 
dreamed  of  a  new  Church,  and 
finally  in  July  of  1949,  that 
dream  came  true,  just  30  years 
after  his  entrance  into  the  So- 
ciety. Since  that  time,  as  pas- 
tor, Fr.  Tom  has  always  mani- 
fested the  sympathy,  under- 
standing and  self-sacrificing 
nature  which  is  his.  We  ask 
that  God  spare  him  to  us  for 
many,  many  more  years,  and 
Fr.  Herlihy — ad  multos  annos! 

FR.  TIMOTHY  O'MA- 
HONY, another  Cambridge 
native,  has  been  professor  of 
philosophy  at  the  College  since 
1956.  He  taught  at  Holy  Cross 
for  a  number  of  years  and 
earned  his  Ph.D.  at  Fordham 
University.  He  has  also 
served  as  subminister  for  the 
Jesuit  community  for  the  past 
5  years. 

FR.  FRANCIS  V.  SUL- 
LIVAN, a  native  of  Norwood, 
taught  history  at  Boston  Col- 
lege and  is  best  known  as  the 
long  time  Moderator  of  Ath- 
letics and  for  his  service  as 
Moderator  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. During  World  War 
II  he  served  as  a  Chaplain 
with  the  Navy,  at  one  time 
directing  all  chaplains  in  the 


European  theatre  of  opera- 
tions. He  also  served  as  re- 
treat director  at  Campion  Hall, 
North  Andover  and  is  cur- 
rently Spiritual  Director  of  the 
Alumni  Association. 

FR.  JAMES  DUFFY,  born 
in  Cambridge,  taught  at  Holy 
Cross  until  1951  and  has  been 
teaching  economics  at  Boston 
College  since  that  time.  He 
was  associated  with  the  School 
of  Industrial  Relations  at  Holy 
Cross  and  earned  his  Ph.D. 
from  Clark  University. 

FR.  WILLIAM  FITZ- 
GERALD, a  native  of  Provi- 
dence, served  for  six  years  as 
the  Provincial  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Province  of  the  Jesuits, 
and  has  been  at  Boston  Col- 
lege since  1958  as  professor 
of  philosophy  and  Director  of 
the  Honors  Program  in  the 
School  of  Education.  He  has 
studied  in  Europe  and  received 
his  Ph.D.  from  the  Gregorian 
University  in  Rome. 

FR.  JOHN  O'CALLAG- 
HAN was  born  in  England, 
coming  to  Boston  as  a  youth. 
He  was  once  Chairman  of  the 
English  department  and  has 
also  taught  at  Fairfield  Uni- 
versity and  at  Ateneo  de 
Manila  in  the  Philippines.  He 
earned  his  doctorate  at  Boston 
College,  and  since  1967  has 
been  the  Faculty  Advisor  to 
the  Alumni  Association. 


THE 

STUDENT 
CORNER

Boston  College  is  no  longer 
content  to  be  identified  with 
a  tract  of  land  bordered  on 
one  side  by  Beacon  Street  and 
on  the  other  by  Common- 
wealth Avenue.  This  break 
from  the  parochialism  of  the 
past  is  clearly  in  evidence  in 
the  quest,  initiated  by  Father 
Joyce,  for  an  increased  na- 
tional stature  for  the  univer- 
sity. The  plans  for  more  ex- 
tensive resident-student  hous- 
ing facilities,  the  turn  towards 
coeducation  next  fall,  the  ex- 
cellence of  our  faculty,  and 
the  workings  of  the  University 
Academic  Senate,  which  is  in 
itself  a  revolutionary  concept 
in  education  that  gives  admin- 
istration, faculty  and  students 
the  decision-making  power  in 
University  policy  —  all  these 
insure  a  bright  future. 

But,  if  Boston  College  is  to 
make  its  motto,  "Ever  To  Ex- 
cel," truly  its  own,  if  Boston 
College  is  to  be  great  and  not 
merely  academically  correct, 
it  must  first  succeed  as  a 
Catholic  University.  To  bring 
Catholicism,  with  its  universal 
force,  into  direct  relevance  to 
the  world  of  today  is  the  pin- 
nacle object.  And  the  fact 
that  this  goal  remains  to  be 
reached  is,  assuredly,  the  real 
reason  why  Boston  College  is 
not  yet  content. 

There  are  encouraging  signs 
that  substantial  progress  is  be- 
ing made.  In  the  spirit  of  Vati- 
can II,  a  new  dynamism  is 
sweeping  the  University.  No 
longer  does  Catholic  teaching 
expend  its  entire  force  within 
the  confines  of  Chestnut  Hill. 
Rather,  it  seeks  to  make  its 
influence  felt  in  the  larger  so- 
ciety. No  longer  does  Catholic 
teaching  direct  its  energy 
solely  towards  replenishing 
Catholic  ranks.  Rather,  it 
looks  towards  the  community 
as  well,  in  the  spirit  of  Chris- 
tian service. 

Boston  College  is  coming  to 
realize  that  the  strength  of  its 
theology  comes  not  solely  from 
the  dogma  it  hands  down,  but 
also  from  its  setting  within  a 
liberal  arts  experience.  In- 
deed, dogma  remains  the  'sine 
qua  non'  of  the  Catholic  Uni- 
versity, but  it  must  take  on  a 
more  operative  function:  as 
the  Christian's  point  of  de- 
parture, it  spurs  him  on  to 
commitment   to   his  neighbor. 

Evidence  of  the  beginnings 
of  such  commitment  is  clearly 
present  first  in  the  fact  that  on 
the  one  hand  the  University 
Academic  Senate  has  trimmed 


the  theology  requirements  for 
students  from  12  credits  to  9, 
and  on  the  other,  that  the  Uni- 
versity has  made  a  giant  step 
toward  theological  scholarship 
by  initiating  an  active  cam- 
paign for  the  recruitment  of 
noted  theologians  for  its  fac- 
ulty. 

The  Theology  Department 
itself,  already  ecumenically 
minded  with  a  number  of  pro- 
fessors of  different  faiths  on  its 
staff,  has  widened  its  perspec- 
tive. Effective  this  year,  some 
theology  electives  are  being 
offered  by  various  other  de- 
partments. For  example,  the 
English  Department  is  offering 
"Responsive  Imagination,"  a 
course  which  will  investigate 
the  Christian  message  as  re- 
vealed through  poetry.  This, 
then,  is  signal  proof  that  the- 
ology, as  a  legitimate  academic 
discipline,  is  coming  into  its 
own  as  a  viable  part  of  the 
liberal  arts  experience. 

Further  evidence  of  an  out- 
ward-looking Christianity  is 
seen  in  Boston  College's  active 
membership  in  the  Boston 
Theological  Institute.  The  In- 
stitute is  composed  of  local 
schools  of  theology  and  forms 
a  consortium  for  theological 
inquiry,  a  forum  for  a  study 
of  the  question  of  God  among 
faiths. 

And  perhaps  the  best  index 
of  the  new  dynamism  at  Bos- 
ton College  is  the  degree  to 
which  students  address  them- 
selves to  present  social  ills. 
One  of  the  major  undertakings 
of  the  student  government  this 
year  will  be  to  establish  a  So- 
cial Action  Unit  on  Campus. 
The  student  government  is 
working  closely  with  Mr. 
Joseph  Villemas,  Special  As- 
sistant to  Father  Joyce  For 
External  Relations,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  soon  we  (the  stu- 
dents) may  be  able  to  work 
professionally  and  effectively 
in  areas  of  grave  social  con- 
cern. 

And  so,  one  may  rightfully 
ask  the  question:  has  Boston 
College  changed?  The  answer 
is  "No!"  with  a  qualification: 
we  remain  essentially  the  same, 
but  we  are  now  aspiring  more 
consciously  to  the  realization 
that  our  Catholicism,  our 
Christianity,  demands  much 
of  us  and  is  undoubtedly  the 
thing  that  will  make  our  uni- 
versity great.

"These  people  can  move  the  ball." 

That's  how  head  coach  Joe  Yukica  viewed  this  year's  edi- 
tion of  the  Boston  College  football  team  as  98  candidates  re- 
ported to  the  opening  of  practice  on  August  28. 

Yukica  was  referring  to  the  explosive  offensive  attack  which 
will  be  the  mainstay  of  this  year's  club,  and  should  make  it 
one  of  the  best  teams  at  the  Heights  in  many  seasons. 

In  spite  of  a  tough  sched-      finished  third  in  the  nation  — 


ule,  which  includes  several  of 
the  best  opponents  in  the  East, 
the  Eagles  are  flexing  an  of- 
fensive muscle  which  should 
result  in  an  improvement  over 
last  year's  fine  6-3  record. 

Key  man  in  the  offense  is 
junior  quarterback  Frank 
"Red"  Harris.  Harris,  who 
Yukica  said  "can't  miss  being 
one  of  the  nation's  best,"  is  a 
sharpshooter  on  both  long  and 
short  passes.  He  completed  57 
per  cent  of  his  aerials  —  in- 
cluding 13  touchdown  passes 
—  as  a  sophomore  last  season. 

Also  boosting  the  offense  is 
a  corps  of  big,  speedy  run- 
ning backs.  Senior  fullback 
Joe  McDonald,  flanker-half- 
back Fred  Willis,  steady  Jim 
Catone  and  sophomore  sensa- 
tion Bill  Thomas  are  the  big 
men  for  the  Eagles  in  this  de- 
partment. 

Willis  churned  up  the  yards 
at  a  7.32  per  carry  clip  in  his 
soph  debut,  and  Thomas,  who 
tips  the  scales  at  218  lbs., 
can  cover  40  yards  in  4.6 
seconds,  making  him  the  fast- 
est man  on  the  squad. 

In  the  line,  ends  Jim  O'Shea 
and  Steve  Kives  are  a  pair  of 
sure-handed  targets  for  Harris. 

Yukica  rates  his  starting 
tackles,  Bob  Bouley  and  Gary 
Guenther,  as  "everything  a 
coach  would  want"  in  the  for- 
ward  wall.    Bouley   has   been 


trailing  only  Notre  Dame  and 
Houston  —  in  total  offense. 
The  1968  Eagles  ran  up  a  total 
offense  game  average  of  462 
yards  last  year,  and  Yukica 
said  that  this  year's  offense 
should  be  able  to  repeat  that 
feat,  and  turn  it  into  between 
30  and  40  points  on  the  score- 
board each  Saturday. 

Defensively,  Yukica  will 
have  to  blend  some  sopho- 
mores into  the  starting  lineup. 

Big  John  Fitzgerald  (6-5, 
255  lbs.)  will  anchor  down  the 
forward  line  from  his  defensive 
tackle  slot.  Junior  letterman 
Jim  Millham  looks  like  the 
best  prospect  for  the  other 
tackle  starter. 

At  end,  soph  Bill  Perry  will 
join  letterman  Gene  Ferris  on 
the  starting  defensive  eleven. 

Linebacker  looks  like  a  fairly 
strong  spot  for  the  Eagles. 

Team  captain  Jim  McCool 
looks  like  a  sure  starter  at  mid- 
dle guard  if  he  can  prove  that 
he  has  no  ill  effects  from  an 
injury  which  sidelined  him  last 
spring. 

Pete  McHugh  and  Mondell 
Davis  also  look  strong  backing 
up  the  front  four. 

Gary  Dancewicz  will  be  the 
only  veteran  in  the  defensive 
backfield. 

Yukica  said  that  he  intends 
to  give  former  signal-caller 
Mike  Fallon,  soph  Steve  Kirch-
